He says the little spindling 
corn stalks and dainty nubbins that 
he saw in many places visited, mad 
him glad, exceedingly so, to know 
that he owned and lived on a good 
farm in old Kush, where the com 
stalks are noted for their big circum­ 
ference and great height and the ears 
of com are sometimes measured hy 
the yard-stick. 


While driving tow ard this city last 
oight about seven-thirty o’clock J. 
Morgan White of 
Bridgeport, Ind., 
was thrown from 
the 
buggy 
and 
dragged along the road for several 
feet by his frightened horse. 
He is 
now in the Grand hotel suffering with 
two broken bones in his left leg near 
the ankle and a dislocated 
ankle 
joint. 
His pain is very severe and 
the physicians found it necessary to 
give him opiates during the day to re­ 
lieve his sufferings. 
Mr. White was 
returning 
from 
Oings to this city when the horse b e­ 
came frightened at a lantern near 
the home of Nelson Aikens, about 
five miles north of the city. The ani­ 
mal soon became unmanageable and 
kicked himself free from the buggy. 
In the melee the driver was thrown 
from the vehicle and in some m an­ 
ner his feet were entangled in the 
lines. 
The horse dragged him down 
the road several yards when he final­ 
ly succeeded in disentangling himself 
and was left at the side of the road.

heard the noise and came out to find 
the injured man in a semi-cor» i='>: 
condition.

ing streets, acclaim ing the new s which 
m akes a glorious ending of the war 
and the early return of the troops. 
G eneral M arina's skillfully planned 
operations are the subject of much 
praise. 
A fter the reverse of July 27 
and the subseq uent losses suffered. 
G eneral M arina decided th at it would 
be useless w aste of life to proceed on 
a sm all scale in th e operations and 
th at the Moors, who have been m aking 
raids from the rocky fastnesses of Mt. 
Guruga, m ust be 
dislodged or out­ 
flanked. 
Accordingly he w ithdrew his 
advanced outposts and w aited until he 
had concentrated 6 0,000 m en and six ty - 
eight cannon, which w ere divided into 
two colum ns on Sept. 20. One column 
w as sent north to Cape T res Forcas, 
to prevent the possibility of a re ar a t­ 
tack, and the other was sent south­ 
ward. 
Both operations w ere success­ 
ful and a fte r N ador and Zeluan were 
taken the Moors evidently found them ­ 
selves outflanked and evacuated the 
territory , for no resistance was en­ 
countered when the Spanish forces 
scaled the sides of the m ountain and 
planted th e flag on its sum m it. 
W hat has become of the m ain body 
of the Moors is not clear from the of­ 
ficial dispatches published here. 
U n­ 
official reports 
intim ate th a t while 
G eneral M arina accom panied the col­ 
umn to the south, the Moors doubled 
back w est of Mt. G uruga and joined 
in a surprise attack upon G eneral So 
tomay o. 
Official 
circles, 
however, 
seem convinced th a t the Moors are 
thoroughly discouraged and the suc­ 
cessful wind-up of the cam paign is ex 
pected to arouse a wave of patriotic 
enthusiasm 
which 
will 
greatly 
strengthen 
the 
M aura 
governm ent, 
whose enem ies counted upon a pro­ 
tracted struggle, w ith perhaps serious 
reverses and possibly com plete fail­ 
ure. 
As it is m anifestly im possible for 
Morocco to pay the indem nity which 
Spain will dem and, Spanish occupa 
tion can be protracted for m any y ears. 
T he m ines, which wrere the cause of 
the original trouble, are considered 
im m ensely rich, and much is ex pected 
from industrial ex ploitation,

Both W right and C u rtis. Will Givs 
Exhibitions in Aviation. 
New York , Sept. 23.—T he first avia­ 
tion event during the Iiudson-Fulton 
celebration will probably be a flight 
from G overnor’s Island across the low­ 
e r bay and around the statu e of Lib­ 
erty. 
Glenn H. C urtiss, w inner of 
the first international aviation contest, 
has announced tha t he will attem pt to 
m ak e this flight as soon as possible 
after he has assem bled his m achine. 
W ilbur W right, who has his m a­ 
chine alm ost In flying shape, m et Cur­ 
tiss for the first tim e since the latter 
returned from his European trium phs. 
The m eeting, which took place in 
W right’s shed on G overnor's Island, 
was cordial. 
No ill-feeling exists be­ 
cause of the suit which the W right 
brothers have brought against the 
H erring-C urtiss com pany for alleged 
infringem ent of patents. The m achine 
which W ilbur W right will use is of 
exactly the sam e dim ensions as that 
which his brother O rville used at Fort 
M yer last year. 
C urtiss will m ak e no 
flights in a wind of m ore than five or 
six miles, but it is lik ely that W right 
may attem pt flights in a higher wind 
if it is from a favorable direction,

W right’s contract w ith the celebration I 
com m ittee requires a flight of one hour 
duration, while C urtiss has the option 
of m ak ing any flight which his judg­ 
m ent dictates.

New York, Sept. 30.—The first day 
of flig ht of the Hudson-Fulton celebra­ 
tion was a victory for the heavier-than- 
a ir m achine. 
W ilbur W rig ht circled 
th e g reat statue of L iberty a t the en­ 
tran ce to New York harbor in his aero­ 
plane, while in the upper part of the 
city two hug e dirig ible balloons failed 
lng loriously in their task. 
Both W rig ht and Glenn H. C urtiss 
soared successfully 
from the aero­ 
drom e on G overnor’s Island in th eir 
m otor-propelled biplanes; both g reat 
dirig ibles, 
m anned 
respectively 
by 
C aptain Thom as Baldwin and Georg e 
L. Tom linson and entered in the New 
York W orld’s $10,000 New York-to-Al- 
bany race, w ere forced to descend be­ 
cause of m echanical difficulties before 
they w ere well under way . 
W ilbur W rig ht m ade three sensa­ 
tional flig hts and C urtiss m ade one 
brief thoug h successful test spin of 
th irty seconds’ duration. 
Baldwin, 
w ith his dirig ible, landed in th e H ud­ 
son river less than an hour afte r the 
start, w hile Tom linson, after rem ain­ 
ing in the air for two hours, cam e to 
earth n ear W hite Plains, N. Y., tw en­ 
ty -two m iles from his startin g point. 
N either of the dirig ible pilots w as in 
jured, nor was eith er craft seriously 
damag ed. 
W ith a lull in the g eneral Hudson- 
Fulton cerem onies, the ey es of all New 
York and h er million visitors were 
turned 
tow ard 
G overnor’s 
Island, 
w here th e aeroplane flig hts w ere held, 
and tow ard Fulton flig ht square, at 
119 th stree t and R iverside drive, the 
startin g point of the New York-to-Al- 
bany race. 
W rig ht on his first ascent 
circled G overnor's island, rem aining 
in the a ir for seven m inutes. 
A fter 
an hour’s rest, W rig ht ag ain w ent 
aloft, this tim e rem aining in the air 
for six m inutes and th irty seconds, a t­ 
taining a speed estim ated a t fifty m iles 
an hour and w ith a g lorious sweep 
out over the bay , passing entirely 
around the g reat em blem of liberty 
on Bedloe's Island to the northw est. 
Not content w ith these spectacular 
feats, W rig ht m ade a third flig ht. 
He 
did not attem pt to fly over the w ater, 
nor did he g o to any g reat heig ht, but 
ex ecuted two com plete circles in the 
air, then m ade an ex cellent landing . 
W rig ht’s action in circling the statue 
of L iberty is taken as a challeng e to 
C urtiss, for C urtiss, it will be recalled, 
was the first to m ention such a flig ht. 
From now on It is ex pected th a t the 
two aviators will strive to outdo each 
other, althoug h neither will do any ­ 
thing reckless.
